WINDING.UP PETITION. 


A FURTHER ADJOURNMENT. 


RROHUANISATION PLANS. 


Adjourued in October for three 
months the winding up petition in 
respect. of the Banque Industrielle de 
Chine was mentioned in the Supreme 
Court, before the Puisne Judge (Mr. 
H. H J. Gompertz) again to-day. 

In making an application for o 
further adjournment Mr. F.C. Jenkin 
presented an affidavit by the local 
Manager M. Montargie. The 
document set out that from 
telegrams and other information 
received by him M, Montargis waa 
coavinced “ that the French Govern- 
ment has been authorised by the 


French Chamber of Deputies to 
financially assist’ =the Banque 
Todustrielle de Chine and all 
that remains ty be done 
is that the Finance Comniitte 
shall forward is proposals 


for financiug the ssid. sohenre of 
roorgainsation for the final approval 
of the chamber of deputies. After 
such final approval it will be submitted 
te the shareholders and credi‘ors for 
their approval. In my opinion the 
creditors of my Bank in Hongkong 
will be well advised to await the 
Government's proposals becavae as 
above stated the Irench Government 
are now authorixed to assist the 
Banque Industrielle de Chine and it 
would therefore be better for the 
creditora in any event to await the 
publication of such details as they 
will in any even. obtain «a larger 
refand than if the Bank were 
forthwith wound up in Ifongkong and 
8 die.ribution of assets made.”” 


Mr. Jenkin said tha: eo fer as was 
known no order had yet been made in 
London although the London petition 
came before the Courts to-day. 
Neitber had any order been made in 
any other Court in any juriediction in 
which the Bank operated. Altogether 
the Bank had 26 branches which 
operated under British, American, 
Japanese, Belgian and Chinese law. 

The Puisne Judge: Chinesa law-- 
it would be the French law wouldn't 
it! 

Mr. Jenkin agreed that it probably 
would. 

Proceeding, counsel said a com- 
munication had been received from 


the Official Receiver in London 
which took the same line an 
that set out in the affidavit 


of M. Montargie—that it would be 
to the benefit of the credicors to 
await the proposed re-organisation. 

Mr. Jenkin then asked that the 
petition should he adjourned to Mon- 
day, July 3. That would not prejudice 
anybody, he said, because His Honour 
could again direct that any jerson 
interested might apply to the Court 
by summons for the restoration of the 
hearing of the petition. Should the 
French Court make an order before 
July 3 fer the winding up of the 
Bank an application would be made

DISPUTE STILL CONTINUES. 


FURTHER CONFERENCES.

WHAT THE MEN WANT NOW. 
Numerous conferences held during 
the week-end have failed to bring the 
atrike of Chinese seamen appreciably 
nearer to a settlement. It becomes 
more and more evident as the dispute 
proceeds that the Union could not 
have settled upon any definite plan of 
campaign when the strike was called 
on and that the executive were not 
fully instructed os to the views held 
by the bulk of the membera. They 
seem merely to be adapling their 
policy to meet contingencies aa they 
arise. 

Tho advice of the Union executive 
to accept the offer of Governmental 
arbitration and resume work to-day 
ha definitely gone by the board. 
Only a few of the strikers came down 
from Canton thie morning and many 
hundreds went from here to Canton. 
Tho position taken up by the ineo 
now is that they will not return to 
work until they have definite evidence 
that the employers will grant them 
some increase in the present rates. 
Lust night the Secretary for Chinese 
Affairs (the Hon. Mr. E. R. Ballifax) 
went down to the Union headquartere 
with the Hon. Mr. Lau Chu Pak and 
the Hon. Mr. Chou Shou Son. They en- 
deavoured unsuccessfully to persuade 
the men to resume work to-day. The 
strikers held ont for proof that the 
employ.m would make definite con- 
ceasions and finally it waa arranged 


LOCAL JAIL ESCAPE. 


FUGITIVE ARRESTED JUST 
IN TIME. 


SIX MONTHS’ SENTENOK. 


David Tsoy, alias Chui Chin, the 
extradition prieoner who escaped from 
the detention cell at the Central 


re-arrested by Chief Ohinese Detective 
Hau Hang at the Kong On Boarding 
House, Yau Lan Chik Street, Canton, 
on Friday night and brought back to 
Hongkong on Saturday. The detective 
arrived in Canton just in time
